Cincinnati, Jan. 22— Twenty miles 


of ice are today coming down the Ohio 
river, carrying fear into the hearts of 
every river/man whose boats are tied 
to the shore by great hawsers that 
seem but fragile threads In view of the 
c'own rush of an ice field so extensive 
The Conejr Island gorge, which, mace 
two futile attempts to break earlier. 
finally let go this morning. The gorge 
extended upstream as fas as Moscow, 
20 miles away. 


For several weeks this had been 


practically a solifi sheet of ice filling 
the river,' but the recent thaws and 
rains had so rotted the Ice that thc- 
rise in the upper river was able to lift 
the ice and break it in huge chunks 
The river today is not moving very 
rapidly and on this point the rivermen 


The fact that the gorge at'Nortl- 


Bend; which extended from 
Sedams- 


ville, about 15 miles down to the Me- 
doc bar had broken a few hours pre- 
vious, helped the situation immensely. 
Seven- barges of the Marmel Halm coal 
company were crushed Into bits wnei: 
the North Bend gorge let go. These 
barges had been moved in. single file, 
with twenty others which were t:>rn 
away from shore. At Coal Haven, at 
Columbia, 15 coal boats and barges 
were swept into the river and carried 
down stream, broken wrecks: a total 
loss, including about 300,000 bushels or 
coal. Six men at work on the boars 
escaped by scrambling from the boats 
in the nick of time. Two other loaded 
barges, together with a houseboat anc 
two pump boats, v/ere jammed to the 
bank. 


FLOOD AT CLEVELAND. 


Cleveland, Jan. 22—The. Cuyahoga 


river'today is a raging torrent, filiec 
with broken ice from 7 to 10 feet above 
Its banks and flowing 12 miles an hour. 
Three enormous Steel Trust steamers 
broke from their moorings above the 
Superior street voaduct and jarred tae 
abutments of the viaduct out of plumb. 
These three steamers, the Moors. Eads 
and Reis, now lie hunddled and help- 
less against the viaduct draw which 
has been closed to traffic. The sudden 
breaking of one of the ice gorges 


above the bridge will surely destroy it 
and wreck the steamers. 


The Superior viaduct has the larrest
